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Demographic Study Would Close North End 
While Students Would Walk To SHL; Center 


Demographic Study 
Released December 8

Tagged as incomplete and stamp¬ 
ed “Interim" in large letters across 
the cover. “A Study of Demograph¬ 
ic Alternatives: Elementary Schools" 
was hastily released to the public 
♦n Friday, December 8, by Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. Edward 
Feeney. Much of the information 
kad already been leaked to the 
press. In a prepared statement, 
Norman Saunders, board chairman, 
staed: “It was my belief that the 
public interest would be better ser¬ 
ved by a full and accurate account¬ 
ing of even the partial study, than 
to have the information presented 
, . . piecemeal . . . Each member of 
the board . . . concurred." The 
complete study will be reported to 
the Board of Education by its staff 
in the regular public session to¬ 
night, December 15. 

"Die staff had worked day and 
night since the leak to prepare as 
much accurate data as possible for 
immediate release. Both staff and 
board attorney Paul Nussbaum 
were aggrieved over what they con¬ 
sidered the premature and untimely 
release of materials which they 
and the board had voted to keep 
under wraps until the entire study 
eould be properly presented. 

In a statement he read to the 
press, Nussbaum said the leak “is, 
in my opinion, but another contriv¬ 
ance aimed to perpetuate the feel¬ 
ing of instability that has been 
generated throughout Prince Ge¬ 
orges County since January 29, 
1973" referring to the date of court 
ordered busing to achieve racial 
balance in the county school sys¬ 
tem. “The precipitous and impetu¬ 
ous disclosure of the results of a 
study yet incomplete, can only lead 
to anguish ... and polarization of 
communities," he said at a time 
when the board majority “is com¬ 
mitted ... to generate intentions 
of good faith . . . and a desire of 
stabilizing the community which we 
call our home." 

Clearly the board, staff and at¬ 
torney were embarrassed that they 
had been prevented from communi¬ 
cating privately with the original 
Vaughns plaintiffs before the study 
became public. 

The board does not “have any 
desire to seek another confronta¬ 
tion,” Nussbaum said. He implied 
that hoped for cooperation between 
the two groups may have been 
seriously impaired by the manner in 
which the study was released. 

It was the intention of the board, 
Nussbaum continued, to (1) for¬ 
mally present the demographic 
study to the board for acceptance, 
(2) schedule public hearings to find 
out whether there would be “gen¬ 
eral and total community support” 
for the plan and (3) “to seek the 
re-opening of the Vaughns litiga¬ 
tion only if it were known in ad¬ 
vance that there would be no stren¬ 
uous opposition" from the total 
community of P.G. county.

How Greenbelt Would Be Affected

Almost all Greenbelt elementary students would be able to 
walk to school again if the staff study to' be presented tonight, 
December 15, to the Board of Education of Prince Georges County 
were to be adopted. 

All Springhill Lake students would walk to SHL elementary 
school; Greenbriar, Glen Oaks and Windsor Green children would 
go to Magnofta elementary; and, the remainder of Greenbelt 
would walk to Center school. 


“A Study of Demographic Altern¬ 
atives: Elementary Schools," will 
be formally presented to the Board 
by its staff at the regular meeting 
tonight, December 15, in Upper 
Marlboro. Preliminary and incom¬ 
plete data was released at a hastily 
called press conference, Friday, De¬ 
cember S* See adjoining article and 
chart on page 3.) 

Under the study, enrollment at 
Center would jump from 446 (as of 
Sept. 30, 1977) to 542. With full 
capacity set at 550 students, Center 
School's percentage utilization 
would rise from 80.3 to 97.7. 

On the other hand, SHL would 
benefit from lowered enrollment. 
With a capacity of 660 students, 
the current enrollment of 622 would 
drop to 584. Likewise, the utiliza¬ 
tion figure would drop from 94.2 
percent to 38*5. 

In both schools all the students 
would be walkers. The black pop¬ 
ulation at Center would be reduced 
dramatically from 40.8 percent to 
1.7. The change in racial balance 
at SHL would be less noticeable 
with a drop from 34.7 percent to 
23.6. 

Since North End school is on the 
proposed list for closing, no pro¬ 
jected figures were given in the

City Manager Completes 15 
Years; Council Gives Praise

It was at the 25th anniversary celebration of the News 
Review, held at the American Legion Post Home on December 8, 
1962, that the name of James K. Giese first surfaced. The then 
Mayor Francis White excused himself midway through the pro¬ 


gram, announcing that he had a 
with a certain James K, Giese, 
Springs, Ill. 

Now, 15 years later, City Manager 
James K. Giese of Greenbelt is be¬ 
ing recognized for his dedicated 
and distinguished service to the 
city. 

At Monday's city council meeting, 
council paid tribute to Giese in a 
resolution that expresses apprecia¬ 
tion and recognizes Giese’s “fifteen 
years of devoted and valuable ser¬ 
vice to the city and its citizens." 
The resolution was ‘authored by 
Councilman Charles Schwan (see 
page 3). 

Schwan wrote of the respect 
Giese commands “from those with 
whom he deals on behalf of the 
city." He charaterized Giese's ser¬ 
vice as being distinguished by “in¬ 
tegrity, efficiency, imagination and 
conscientiousness." 

Councilman Thomas White said 
that the recognition was timely “in 
light of what we hope will take 
place tomorrow," referring to the 
closing of the loan financing for the 
elderly housing project. “Giese," ho 
said, “deserves a great deal of cre¬ 
dit for his efforts . . . The project 
was unique to the city, introducing 
factors and variables that the city 
never before experienced. Giese 
and the staff conducted themselves 
in their usual* excellent fashion." 

“Giese is dedicated and has a 
strong responsibility to the city,” 
said Mayor pro-tem Gil Welder.fold. 
He pointed to the many hours spent

time. “His outstanding ability," 
Weidenfeld said, “is also recognized 
by those in municipal and state or¬ 
ganizations . . .

“City 
managers," he said, “don’t work hy 
themselves. There must be a good 
elected body to make it work." 
Giese said that he was proud to 
have been Greenbelt’s City Manager 
longer than any other person. “The 
fact that Greenbelt has had so few 
City Managers shows that this city 
is a good place for City Managers."

The City of Greenbelt Housing for the Elderly is off the ground 
at last. “In the words of our attorney, Louis Fohoryles, ‘Every¬ 
thing’s hunky dory.’ We’re polishing the silver shovels and or¬ 
dering the punch for Sunday,” assistant city manager Den m* 
Piendak told the News Review late Tuesday afternoon. Ground¬ 
breaking ceremonies will be held Sunday at 3 p.m. at the site, 22- 
Ridge Road. 


Mayor Richard Pilski, City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese, City Clerk 
Gudrun Mills, City Solicitor Emmett 
Nanna and Piendak had just re¬ 
turned from spending all day in An¬ 
napolis. The net result: a signed 
loan agreement for $3.3 million from 
the State of Maryland Department 
of Economic and Community De¬ 
velopment and a signed contract 
with Thomas P. Harkins, Inc., the 
low bidder, for the construction of 
the elderly housing facility. Also in 
attendance to advise and/or sign 
agreements were special counsel 
Louis Pohoryles, title lawyer John 
Cassidy, elderly housing consultants 
Jennifer Alpern and Robert Silver- 
wood, architect Steve Parker and 
Richard Lombardi representing 
Harkins, 

Council Actions 

The previous night Giese had led 
the council through a final array of 
ordinances and resolutions under 
the watchful eye of Pohoryles. Each 
item was passed unanimously, often 
with little or no comment from 
Giese and no discussion by council. 
They had been over it all so many 
times before. 

Council may have performed its 
business in a perfunctory manner 
but that business was profoundly 
important to Greenbelt. Residents 
have wanted to build an elderly 
housing facility for at least the last 
fifteen years. The city and council 
staff have been actively working on 
this project since 1974. 

Council passed: 

1. An ordinance creating a special 

fund of $35,000 or 1 % of the total 
development costs as security for 
the loan. 

2. An ordinance authorizing a 
mortgage-loan agreement with the 
Community Development Adminis¬ 
tration. 

3. An ordinance to adopt an elder¬ 
ly housing fund budget as approved 
by the State and appropriations of 
funds for construction. 

4. A Resolution authorizing the 
city manager to sign a construction 
contract with Harkins, Inc. 

5. An ordinance for a temporary 
loan from the general fund if neces¬ 
sary in case State funds do not ar¬ 
rive in time to pay off the tempor¬ 
ary loan from Suburban Trust used 
to fund preliminary work (not ex¬ 
pected to be necessary). 

6. A resolution authorizing the 
negotiated purchase of additional 
insurance: general liability from 
Harford Mutual, $825; builders all¬ 
risk insurance policy from Millers 
Mutual, $5,958: mortgage-title in¬ 
surance from District Realty Title 
Insurance Corp., $5,201; and owners 
title insurance from District Real¬ 
ty, $1619.50.

Agencies Agree on Need 
For Parkway Overpass

The National Park Service (NFS' 
has reacted optimistically to a re¬ 
quest from Congresswoman Gladys 
Spellman to construct a pedestrian 
overpass over the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway connecting east 
and west Greenbelt. A meeting 
of governmental officials includ¬ 
ing Greenbelt representatives met 
in Spellman’s office to expedite the 
matter on Dec. 14. (Details in next 
week's News Review. 

It appears now that all parties— 
State Highway Administration, 
and NFS — have agreed that an 
overpass is needed as soon as pos¬ 
sible to avert a tragedy, Students 
attending Eleanor Roosevelt School 
and pedestrians from Greenbriar 
have been crossing the Parkway. 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
been concerned that the overpass 
construction would have to be held 
up until reconstruction of the Park¬ 
way had begun. Presently, the 
project, which will be federally 
funded, is in the planning stage. 
In his letter to the Federal Highway 
Administration, J. L. Dunning, 
NPS Deputy Regional Director for 
the National Capital Region, wrote, 
“ ... As you are aware, under 
the terms of the Federal Highway 
Act of 1970, we have entered into 
an agreement with the State of 
Maryland whereby the 17 mile Fed¬ 
eral section of the parkway is to 
be transferred to the State of Mary¬ 
land upon reconstruction “to meet 
interstate geometric and construc¬ 
tion standards." One of the pri¬ 
mary reasons for the reconstruction 
is to increase safety of the highway. 
According to the terms of the 
agreement, the actual transfer of 
maintenance responsibilities takes 
place upon the letting of the first 
construction contract by the State 
of Maryland, while conveyance of 
the parkway to Maryland will take 
place on completion of reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

In view of the hazardous situa¬ 
tion of pedestrians crossing the 
parkway at Greenbelt and the fact 
that reconstruction by the State of 
Maryland of the entire parkway 
is perhaps 3 or 4 years away, it 
might be appropriate to construct 
the overpass immediately rather 
than including it in the reconstruc¬ 
tion. In this case, the National 
Park Service would be willing to 
issue a construction permit as is 
the practice when construction by 
others on National Park Service 
lands is involved."

Greenbelt Credit Union 
Receives Thrift Award 

The Greenbelt Federal Credit Un¬ 
ion has been selected as a recipient 
of the Thrift Honor Award, a cita¬ 
tion presented by the National Cre¬ 
dit Union Administration (NCUA), 
the U. S. government agency which 
charters and supervises federal cre¬ 
dit unions. 

According to General Manager 
Joe Comproni, the award is present¬ 
ed to the top 10 to 14 percent of 
federally chartered credit unions 
showing the largest average month¬ 
ly rate of increase in total savings, 
and demonstrating unusually effec¬ 
tive service to members. 

Comproni points out that since 
the NGUA’s last annual examina¬ 
tion, member savings in the credit 
union increased by more than $1 
million, and by 49 percent. Total 
savings exceed $3 million and credit 
union assets amount to $4.2 million. 

GFCU has also enjoyed an in¬ 
crease in membership and current¬ 
ly has over 4,000 members. This 
increase, Comproni believes, may be 
attributed to the increase in the 
annual dividend rate to 6 % as well 
as the offering of share drafts to 
members. 

Earlier this year, GFCU was one 
of 10 metro area credit unions to 
provide services to members 

through the use of automated tel¬ 
lers located in seven area drug 
stores. It was the first effort of this 
scope by credit unions to offer au¬ 
tomated teller service on an area- 
wide basis.

Tag Renewal for Residents 

Thousands of Maryland motorists 
face the possible witholding of 
their tag renewal applications next 
February should they fail to pay 
parking tickets or comply with auto 
safety equipment repair orders, by 
Monday, December 5, the Motor 
Vehicle Administration warned re¬ 
cently. 

Equipment repair orders, under 
Maryland law, can be issued by 
any Maryland law enforcement of¬ 
ficer if, in the judgment of the offic¬ 
er, a vehicle fails to meet mini¬ 
mum safety requirements. If park¬ 
ing tickets are not paid by De¬ 
cember 5, not only will the tag re¬ 
newal application of the motorist 
be withheld or “flagged” but he may 
also face a special flagging fine of 
up to $10.00 or monthly late fines 
or both. 

In the case of repair orders, re¬ 
pair work requiring just visual in¬ 
spection (taillights, windshield, mir¬ 
rors, etc.) can be checked at any 
authorized inspection station, at 
most State Police installations or 
at some local police departments. 
Repair work requiring the use of 
test equipment, however, can only 
be checked at an authorized inspec¬ 
tion station. Only after an inspec¬ 
tion station, a State Police installa¬ 
tion or a local police department 
certifies that the repair work is 
.satisfactory and the proper certi¬ 
fication is returned to State Police 
Headquarters in Pikesville ’is the 
repair order officially satisfied.

Assistance Applications .. 

Beginning Monday, December 19, 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., the 
Prince Georges County Housing 
Authority will be taking applica¬ 
tions for the Section 8 Housing As¬ 
sistance Program, This federal 
program provides financial assist¬ 
ance to low-income families (whe¬ 
ther they be young, middle-aged, 
senior citizens or the handicapped). 
The aid permits a person to pay 
only 25% of his income for housing 
costs while the federal government, 
through the county's Housing Au¬ 
thority, pays the rest. 

Only a limited amount of money 
is available for this program. 
Therefore, the person who applies 
first has a better chance of being 
accepted. Income criteria range 
from $11,300 for a one-person house¬ 
hold; $12,900 for two people; $14,600 
for three people; $16,200 for four 
people, and on up to $20,300 for 
eight. 

Anyone wishing to apply should 
go to the Housing Authority Office, 
Hampton Mall (2nd floor), 9171 Cen¬ 
tral Avenue, Capitol Heights. Hamp¬ 
ton Mall is at Exit 33 west on the 
Beltway, just past Landover Mall.

Fireplace Guidelines 

Since home fireplaces are being 
used more frequently during the 
energy crunch, the Prince Georges 
Department of Licenses and Per¬ 
mits has prepared a set of guide¬ 
lines for the most efficient and safe 
use of fireplaces. 

Certain precautions should be ta¬ 
ken before using a fireplace: 

• Make sure the flue is not block¬ 
ed, and that damper operates freely. 

• Check for cracked or loose 
bricks. 

• Inspect the chimney inside the 
house and attic for smoke stains 
since these could be indicative of 
leaking flue gases. 

• All floor and attic framing 
should be at least 2 inches from 
chimney. 

• Fire screen should fit snugly. 

• Hearth should be kept free of 
combustibles. 

In addition, since fireplaces can 
actually waste fuel by drawing 
warm air from the house and send¬ 
ing it up the chimney, the follow¬ 
ing suggestions should prove use¬ 
ful : 

0 Close the damper as soon as pos¬ 
sible after the fire is out. 
a Always keep the damper closed 
when the fireplace is not in use. 

The guidelines also note that 
green and soft woods do not burn 
well and can cause soot build-up in 
the chimney. Firewood comes com¬ 
plete with termites and other pests, 
and should be stored off the ground

A chock full, 45 plus item agenda called for a continuation of 
the regular city council meeting to Wednesday, November 30. 
Council agreed to support the concerns of the principal of Green- 
belt Junior High School, Charles Collins, in his request of the 
State Highway Administration to erect a six-foot chain-link fence 
along the median strip of Greenbelt Road opposite the school. 
School officials are worried about the dangers involved when kids 
cross all along that busy street rather than at the designated 
crosswalk where the crossing guard is stationed.

and sympathetic to them, council- 
wan Tom White refused to go along 
with the other members on this 
issue because he disliked the idea 
•f an unsightly chain link fence. 
He suggested that SHA come up 
with other solutions to the prob¬ 
lem. Other council members stated 
fchat their support of Collins’ sug¬ 
gestion did not rule out other pos¬ 
sibilities. 

The long-standing traffic prob¬ 
lems at the Greenbelt Road-Ken- 
ilworth Avenue intersection were 
also discussed. Construction of an 
interchange is slated for the in¬ 
tersection, council was informed by 
•ity manager James Giese, but not 
for another five to seven years. 
Council members chided officials 
who would permit development of 
businesses and houses before de¬ 
velopment of public facilities. Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan reminded 
the other members that Kenilworth 
Avenue-Greenbelt Road is now the 
aecond busiest intersection in all 
of Prince Georges County — what 
will it be like in a few years after 
completion of development on the 
Golden Triangle, Springhill Lake 
North, Glen Oaks, Windsor Green, 
the Schrom property? A collective 
ahudder echoed throughout the 
council chambers. 

Council agreed to contact the 
county executive, the Prince Geor¬ 
ge* County delegation to the state 
legislature and the county council 
to speed up plans for improve¬ 
ments to the intersection. 

Schrom Annexation 

Annexing the Schrom property 
cat Greenbelt Road (next to Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge) into the city limits of 
Greenbelt interested all council 
members as they asked the city 
manager to look into the matter. 
And, while he was at it, “look into 
the possibility of annexing the God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center property 
as well” Mayor Richard Pilski re¬ 
quested and council agreed. 

What’s In A Name? 

Council decided to name one of the 
courts in Windsor Green after for¬ 
mer Mayor Thomas Canning, and 
to discuss the further naming of 
streets at a work session. 

A list of names for the senior 
citizens housing building was re¬ 
ceived. Suggestions were: Green¬ 
wood House, McDonald Manor, 
Hamilton House, Green Ridge 
House. A petition signed by 85 
people also recommended McDon¬ 
ald Manor or McDonald House, af¬ 
ter former city manager Charles 
McDonald. Tom White added Cas- 
sels Ridge, after Jim Cassels who 
has worked on obtaining housing 
for the elderly in Greenbelt for 
many years. Other names may still 
be added. 

Another name Mayor Pilski liked, 
but didn’t like its size. He wanted 
“City of Greenbelt” to be as large 
as the sign proclaiming “Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center” on the 
building so named. The city man¬ 
ager will look into the cost of lar¬ 
ger letters.

The city manager will also ex¬ 
plore the program of using prison 
laborers in the Public Works Dept. 
These would not be hardened crim 
i*als but people incarcerated for 
somewhat minor offenses. 

Pot Pourri 

Council — 

. — supported a strong liaison office 
in the county executive’s office. 
Such a person would keep in close 
contact with the municipalities. 

— agreed to see how the owners 
of Charlestowne Village would feel 
about creating a ball field just west 
of the high rise. Extensive work 
would be needed to make it suit¬ 
able for a practice field. 

-— agreed to send letters to the 
Couwty Executive, the County Coun¬ 
cil and the Dept, of Health expres¬ 


sing concern on the proposed cut¬ 
back of nine employees in the 
County’s Mental Health Dept. 

—endorsed restructuring of Coun¬ 
cil of Government’s air quality 
planning committee . . . 

Council also heard a report from 
the city manager on some Bowie 
residents’ objections to use of the 
Bravard site in Bowie as the coun¬ 
ty’s new landfill. The city will sup¬ 
port the Bravard site as long as 
there is no danger to residents liv¬ 
ing nearby.

Election Supervisors Hear Christmas Wrap-Up 

Citizen Views on Precincts

The hearing before the Board of Supervisors of Elections of 
Prince Georges County the evening of December 5 was the most 
nearly unanimous meeting of any kind that this reporter has ever 
attended in Greenbelt. Witnesses, from members of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. to Greenbriar, from Councilman Charles Schwan pre¬ 
senting the City Council position to Eunice Coxon who is frequent¬ 
ly the loyal opposition, all agreed that cohesiveness of Greenbelt 
should not be disrupted by a division of voting precincts which 
would have Greenbelt residents and non-Greenbelters in the same 
polling places. 


Surprisingly, the hearing started 
or time. All members and alternates 
of the Board of Supervisors gave 
the citizens of Greenbelt the com¬ 
pliment of being present. They are 
Thomas Dugan, * President; Eileen 
M. Petrillo and Estelle Wood, mem¬ 
bers; Charles C. Deegan, Mary 
Dcvaney and Lona B. Hatter, al¬ 
ternates. 

Dugan opened the meeting with 
a statement that its purpose was 
to receive citizen input in proposed 
realignment of voting precincts of 
Greenbelt and surrounding neigh¬ 
borhoods. It is the intent of the 
Supervisors of Elections to have no 
more than 1500 voters in a precinct 
because more may result in long 
lines at the polls, thereby discour¬ 
aging voters. ’Ballots themselves 
are longer now, more offices are 
filled bv the election process and 
more peope are running for office. 

The presently proposed plan of 
the Supervisors of Eections was 
described in last week's News Re¬ 
view. If it were carried out, resi¬ 
dents of Greenbelt would be voting 
in six precincts, two of which would 
also have non-Greenbelters voting 
in them. 

Senator Edward T. Conroy, the 
first witness, said he had spoken 
to many citizens of Greenbelt, not 
one of whom was in favor of the 
proposed plan. He himself felt that 
if carried out, it would disturb “the 
peaceful tranquility and integrity 
of Greenbelt." He asked that at 
least the decision be put off as long 
as possible in order to see how new 
developments along Greenbelt Road 
were coming along. The Board of 
Supervisors has until June 1978 to 
make a final decision. 

Delegate Deo Green quoted from 
the News Review article of Decem¬ 
ber 1 and asked the members of 
the Board to read it in order to see 
clearly the basis for Greenbelt’s op¬ 
position to their proposed plan. 

Delegate Gerard Devlin said that 
as a former Chairman of the Su¬ 
pervisors of Elections he knew 
their problems. He added, however, 
that the apparent absence of polling 
places in a given area was not a 
reasonable cause for setting boun¬ 
daries of precincts since anything 
from a one-room schoohouse to the 
Capitol Center could serve as a pol¬ 
ling place; rather the greater needs 
of communities should be the de¬ 
termining factor. 

City Position 

Councilman Charles Schwan, in 
giving the city council's position, 
explained that Greenbelt City elec¬ 
tions must be held in the same pol¬ 
ling places and with the same pre¬ 
cinct division as the County, State 
and National elections. He ques 
tioned whether “peaceful tranquil¬ 
ity" was always present in Green¬ 
belt, but the sense of community 
is greater than in most municipal¬ 
ities of similar size and this de¬ 
spite the fact that the city is di¬ 
vided into nine segments by major 
highways. There is already enough 
confusion by the requirement of a 
special registration for a city elec¬ 
tion, the Greenbelt Homes Inc. el¬ 
ections for which membership in 
the cooperative rather than regis¬ 
tration is required, and the highway 
segmentation of the city. 

“The council," Schwan said, “is 
aware that in the near future an¬ 
other polling place will be required 
in the Greenbriar, Glen Ora, and 
Windsor Green area.” He asked 
that it be for Greenbelt resident 
only. 

In discussion following Schwan’s 
statement, the subject of long ques¬ 
tions on the ballots came up. Sen¬ 
ator Conroy said he is preparing 
legislation which would permit 
sending the questions to be voted 
on to registered voters at their 
homes, where they can study them 
and vote on them in their leisure. 
This has been tried with great suc¬ 
cess in some Western states. 


Both of the Chief of Election 
Judges for Precinct 6 (North End 
School), Margaret Baldovin (Dem) 
and Eunice Coxon (Rep) spoke in 
favor of keeping that precinct in¬ 
tact. They said it is well organ¬ 
ized and that no one has to wait 
in line very long. Coxon suggested 
that both parties could do a better 
job by mailing to all registered 
voters complete sample ballots be¬ 
fore the primaries and that two sets 
of sample ballots should be posted 
at the polling places by the Elec¬ 
tion Supervisors to relieve the 
crowding around the one set nor¬ 
mally posted. Coxon also expressed 
her agreement with the city council 
position as presented by Schwan. 

Marcia Krasnick spoke strongly 
in favor of keeping Springhill Lake 
together rather than sending some 
of its people to vote with Westches¬ 
ter Park residents and those living 
on Good Luck Road. Splitting SHL, 
she said, “would be destroying the 
image of a neighborhood . . . Split¬ 
ting any of the precincts would 
cause more confusion and destroy 
the political integrity of Greenbelt." 

Residents of other areas of the 
city spoke in favor of retaining the 
cohesiveness of Greenbelt in its vot¬ 
ing. Muriel Weidenfeld pointed out 
that presently only Greenbelters 
vote with Greenbelters and asked 
the Election Supervisors to continue 
their present policy in that respect. 
Brucq Bowman, while testifying to 
the sense of community in Green¬ 
belt, credited the News Review' with 
a large degree of responsibility for 
that cohesiveness. 

Only Kathy LeFevre, who has 
worked as an election judge, said 
she saw no reason why, when a 
fourth precinct is added for Green 
belt residents on the East side yf 
the Parkway, it could not also han¬ 
dle non-resident voters. She felt 
it would not be too big a job lo 
separate out Greenbelt residents 
from nonresidents in that one pre¬ 
cinct for local elections every two 
years. 

Assessment Hearings 

Harry E. Shipp, Jr., Supervisor 
of Assessments for Prince Georges 
County, has announced that even¬ 
ing and Saturday hearings will be 
held to accommodate residents Who 
cannot attend daytime sessions. The 
non-business-hour hearings will be 
held at several sites conveniently 
located throughout the county. 
The request for these hearings must 
be made, in writing, with the sub¬ 
mission of the protest . 

Shipp emphasized that while the 
new hearing times are now availa¬ 
ble, it is to the advantage of the 
taxpayer to have hearings schedul¬ 
ed during normal business hours 
when the full facilities of his office 
are available.

“Why take a chance of dampen¬ 
ing someone’s holiday spirit by 
sending poorly wrapped Christmas 
gifts through the mail," Postmaster 
Emery A. Harman asks? 

According to Postmaster Har¬ 
man, customers can be more as¬ 
sured that their gifts will arrive in 
good condition if the following 
package tips are followed. 

A single item in a package should 
be cushioned with shredded paper, 
excelsior, compressed tissue paper, 
cloth, or expanded plastic foam. If 
two or more items are in the same 
carton, cushioning material should 
protect items from contact with 
each other, and each item should 
have its own individual inner car¬ 
ton. 

• Fiberboard containers, including 
large soap, cereal boxes, etc. lar¬ 
ger than the gift being mailed 
should be cut down to about the 
size of the gift to minimize shifting 
of contents. Breakable items 
should have at least one inch clear¬ 
ance between the sides of the boxes 
and the item to provide adequate 
room for cushioning. 

• Fiberboard should have “pound 
test" strength of at least 175. This 
is usually shown in the box maker's 
certificate on the bottom of the 
box. 

O Fragile articles must be indi¬ 
vidually cushioned, and all four 
sides of the container should be 
padded with cushioning material. 

• Tape used to close containers 
should be reinforced and should 
cover and firmly secure all flaps. 

• When paper must be used for 
the outer wrapping it should be 
at least equal in quality and 
strength to the kraft stock used for 
grocery bags. However, it is pre¬ 
ferable that paper wrappers be 
omitted if the box itself constitutes 
an adequate shipping container. 

• Proper packaging is particularly 
important for books and records. 
Because of their weight, books 
should be cushioned so they can¬ 
not shift within the box. It is 
not desirable to ship more than 25 
lbs of books in one package. 

• The thin, long-playing records 
should be placed in a carton which 
is at least one-fourth of an inch 
thick. 

• Each package should contain the 
name and address of the person 
to whom it is being mailed inside 
the package as well as outside. An 
address contained inside is assur¬ 
ance that it will be x’eceived 
promptly even if the outside ad¬ 
dress should become lost or obliter¬ 
ated. 

0 Be sure to put your return ad¬ 
dress on the package. 

• And. finally, address the package 
correctly and legibly, so that it 
can be read at two feet. Be sure 
to include the ZIP Code. (Call 345- 
1335 if you don’t know your ZIP 
Code). Mail with proper ZIP Code 
is processed more rapidly. When 
addressing mail to a foreign coun¬ 
try be sure to spell out the coun¬ 
try’s name in full. Do not abre- 
viate. 

• Be sure to put only one mailing 
address on the outside of the parcel. 
Do not address on more than one 
side.

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Task Force Will Study 
PG Permit Procedures

The administrative aspects of re¬ 
viewing, approving, and enforcing 
development and site grading plans, 
particularly when conditions are 
attached, were discussed at a meet¬ 
ing called by Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Council Chairman Francis White 
on December 7. In attendance were 
Councilman Charles Schwan, City 
Manager James K. Giese and rep¬ 
resentatives of the county execu¬ 
tive’s office, Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission (MNCPPC) and the De¬ 
partment of Licenses and Permits 
(DLF). 

Triggering the'need for the ses¬ 
sion was the breakdown in com¬ 
munications and procedures that 
had permitted an amended Capitol 
Cadillac grading plan (from 6.5 to 
27 acres) to be approved by DLP 
without first being referred to MN¬ 
CPPC for review and recommenda¬ 
tion. DLP said this action was an 
oversight, but the failure to route 
the amended plan to MNCPPC re¬ 
sulted in the city's not being ap¬ 
prised of the revised grading per¬ 
mit for half the Greenbelt Triangle. 
The city found out about the clear¬ 
ing and grading operations after 
the bulldozers were at work. 

In communications to county of¬ 
ficials, the city council stressed its 
need to receive timely notice of ap¬ 
plications for permits, amendments 
to and issuances of permits with¬ 
in Greenbelt’s boundaries. 

White told the News Review that 
he feels municipalities should be 
notified of permit applications and 
issuances in order to have adequate 
time to make their views known. 
He also expressed the need for im¬ 
proved communication among the 
technical agencies. 

Task Force Formed 

A Task Force consisting of MN¬ 
CPPC and DLP staff was formed 
to sample a representative number 
of developments in the county to 
determine (1) if conditions imposed 
had been communicated to the ap¬ 
propriate agencies, (2) if proper re¬ 
ferrals of the plans had been made 
to municipalities, (3) if the devel¬ 
oper had been apprised of the con¬ 
ditions, and (4) if the developer had 
met the conditions. Inspections of 
the various projects will be made 
by Task Force members.

The findings and recommenda¬ 
tions of the Task Force wilt be 
given to John McDonough of the 
county executive's office, who will 
evaluate the report. The report will 
emphasize (1) whether or not there 
were a significant number of com¬ 
munications breakdowns between 
the agencies, such as occurred in 
the case of the Greenbelt Triangle, 
and (2) working out a better com¬ 
munications system with respect to 
coordinating plans through the re¬ 
view, approval, and enforcement 
process. 

White said, “We will then deter 
mine if any administrative recon¬ 
struction is needed or, if it is de¬ 
termined that a change in the laws 
is needed, then we would want to 
move in that direction."
